Back in Civil War days, a Manhattan 
real estate man started a suburban 
development at Richmond Hill, Queens. 
It was one of the earliest residential 
communities for commuters on Long 
Island. Except for the Long Island Rail- 
road Yards, it is packed with one and 
two-family frame houses, most of which 
have been standing for a long time. 
Richmond Hill is one of the largest 



neighborhood districts in Queens. For 
a district with few apartments, it is sur- 
prisingly high in density of population. 
Richmond Hill is a family market in the 
lower middle-income group. Its principal 
shopping centers are along Jamaica 
and Liberty Avenues. Much of the area 
finds Jamaica's large shopping center 
convenient.
